Hieam or 
boiling water are tbr rffretive agrata 
for it* dmdroclioB. .'(mall tools such 
B* are used ia the case at band can be 
pat into SOBM- large tank nr stove bril- 
er and boiled ia water for 15 miautea, 
which will kill the germ*. The eow’a 
udder should be washed and wiped be¬ 
fore eaeh milking. If eanvenirnt set 
Ihe milk ia another mom for a few 
days and whitewash tbr walla. Prolw 
ably ia nine caaea out of tea tbe germ 
find* lodgmeai ia the seama of the tin¬ 
ware. or ia ibe •trainer. .Aootbw 
fruiifal Bonree of jperm irotible ia tha 
formation of small boles from the in¬ 
side of the can ur pail mib a boUow 
space fursied by using tin ur iroa for 
strengtbealag. like the liotlnm of tbe 
"iron-elad" cans or pails. The putrid 
aluff herein funned nurka hack into 
the dish wbra hot water ia applied, 
and •( coarse remains there. A drop 
will cnataminate a canfui of tailk. It 
may not be out nf pioee lu repeat a few 
simple prineiple* that undrrlie pare 
milk. They not fail, t'ascsare rare 
that cowa give bad milk if fed tbe usu¬ 
al foods. Warm milk is an ideal 
medium for ibe develupmeni of gerta 
life al tbe normal temperature and 
down to 71) degrees. The germs that 
do miwbief are ever preseDt, hence 
milk should lie taken away from the 
stable and cmiled lo liO degree* ur ua- 
derat once. If ihe germs get in. 4 low 
temperaiiire retards their growth, 
and Ibeir effect is not noticed. Always 
nse steam ur iMiiling water in daily 
cleansing- In ■■ase nf severe truulde
